Succession Set 
In Presidency 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
gaps in the Constitutdon have 
been plugged with the ratifica- 
tion of an amendmetit dealing 
with presidential disability and 
vacancy in the vice presidency. 


The 25th Amendment was rat- 
ified Friday when Nevada be- 
came the 38tfa state to give its 
approval. Congress submitted 
the amendment to the states 
July 6, 1965, after the Senate 
and House each approved it by 
the required two-thiids majori- 
ty. 


One 
section 
of 
the 
25th 
Amendment p r o v i d e s 
that 
whenever 
the office of vice 
president becomcs vacant, the 
president shall nominate a suc- 
cessor who would take office 
upon confirmation by a majori- 
ty vote of both houses ot Con- 
gress, 


The country has been without 
a vice president 16 times. These 
vacancies covered 37 years. 


Other sectkjns provkle that 
when a presklent is incapac- 
italéd or otherwise unable to 
discharge the powers and duties 
of his office, the vice presklent 
shall become acting president. 


If a presklent notifies Coi^ 
gress in writing of his disability, 
the vice preskl«it woukl. take 
over uBta thn p m i d a ^ oont 


word tliat he was able to re- 
sume the powers of his office. 


In case a president was una- 
ble or unwilling to declare his 
disability, the vice presklent 
would become acting president 
if he and a majority of the Cabi- 
net. or a majority of such other 
body as Congress may later 
provide by law, advised Con- 
gress in writing that the presi- 
dent was unable to discharge 
his duties. 


A president could regain his 
powers by notifying Congress 
that his inability no longer ex- 
isted. This declaration could be 
challenged within four days by 
the vice president and a majori- 
ty of the Cabinet or such other 
body as Congress might later 
provide. 


If such a dispute arose, it 
would be settled by Congress, 
which wouki be required to as- 
semble within 48 hours if it were 


If Congress determined within 
21 dayi by a tw»4hirds vote of 
both the Senate and the House 
that the president was unable to 
discharge his duties, the vice 
presklent woukl continue to act 
as 
president. 
Otherwise 
the 
president 
would resume 
the 
powiro and duttaa el his otfice.

More than 50 men reported 
they were staying home because 
of illness Friday, acting Chief 
Donald Burnett said. 


A number came back to work 
later, he sakl, and the depart- 
ment was awaiting reports on 
medical examinations for the 
others. 


"If they are not sick they 
will be 
suspended," Burnett 
said. 


He suspended 10 men Friday, 
in addition to 17 suspended 
Thursdey. 


Burnett and Gary Thomas, lo- 
cal presklent of the firefighters 
union, both felt the manpower 
problems could grow.

Lakes Levels 
Over Average 


DETROIT (AP) — W s te r 
levels of the Great Lakes cur- 
I'cntly are higher than average! 
for the last 10 years and are 
expected to stay that way for 
at least tHe next six months. 


Top levels in 1987 are expect­ 
ed to be a bit higher or approx­ 
imately the snme as in 1986. 


This was the forecast today of 
lake survey experts of the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. Out­ 
looks are limited to six months 
ahead. 


Rises normally begin in spring 
on all the lakes and climax in 
June or July, with levels re­ 
ceding over the fall and winter 
months. 


Lake Ontarto, c u r r e n t l y 
about nine teches above its 10- 
year average, is expected to 
equal by July 1 its 1880-1988 av­ 
erage. 


None of the others is expect­ 
ed to do this wall, but all will 
top by a foot to two feet so- 
called Low Water Datum, an 
arbitrarily fixed line ftrom which 
channel depths are calcutated. 


Erie, shallowest of the lakes, 
is expected to top Low Water 
Datum by two feet. It currently 
is about four inches above its 
10-year average level and four 
inches above what iit was at the 
same time a year ago. A sharp 
rise is expected to begte te 
March and contlnua t h r o u g h 
June. 
Lakes 
Huron 
and lUch- 
igan, which have common levels 
because they are Jotead bgr the 
StraiU of Mackinac, are only 
about an inch albova their 10- 
year average now and are three 
inches bdow the simiar 1988 
period, but a gradual riae is ex- 
pected to begte this month and 
add a bit better than 10 teches 
by the end of July. 


Lake Superior, largest and 
deepest of all, barely is above 
its 10 - year average and was 
about two indies lower at the 
beginning of this month than on 
Feb. 1,1988. Its gain is expected- 
to match by July the 188048 av­ 
erage, which is higher on all the 
lakes than the 10-year average.

profits until 1982. We had risks 
and no production. We had no 
flow for many years. Invest­ 
ments must be recaptured if we 
are going to continue mining and 
explore for minerals and develop 
new mines. We need nest eggs 
and higher income than gener­ 
al industry. 


“White Pine had a difficult 
year in 1966. Mining was in an 
areft of low grade (Mre, so we 
had to mine more tons for pro­ 
duction of fewer tons. At the 
same time we were sp^iding a 
great deal of time and effort and 
money that we have not had 
the ^ects of yet. Our new 
smelter is heating up and we 
hope to be operating in mid- 
February. But it wiy be the 
end of March before the new 
mill will be producing and both 
shouki have been ki production 
in December. 


Champion Cleskv 


“We’re gettmg into high prade 
ore again although not as high 
as when we opened the mine. 
We produced 6 mUMon tons of 
ore ki 1966 and will produce 
more than 8 million tons in 1967, 
or 160 million pounds of cop­ 
per, compared with our 1966 
productkm of 130 million pounds. 


“We’re gokig to have to close 
the Champion lyUne at Paines- 
dide after spending three years 


looking for more copper to mine 
there. It is 68 years old and 
we’vf struggled with it fbr 6 
or 7 y ^ s and have lost a lit­ 
tle money. There is no problem 
of employment for its 126 work­ 
ers in the mine and mill be­ 
cause there are jobs waiting for 
all of theni. The m«in lode at 
the Chan^pion was mined out 
years ago, but we kept it 
ing to provide work.”

The action by City Council was a proper one and a 
courages one which puts public duty before personal 
inclinations. One of the councilmen is an active member 
of the Teamsters, another has an honorary withdrawal 
card from the Teamsters and another has l^ n an active 
union leader and spokesman throughout his working life. 
The regard which these men and their colleagues have 
for the worinng man has given the Escanaba City Coun­ 
cil a paternal view of workers.

The councilmen all believed that Teamster repre­ 
sentation for the policemen would be improper and in- 
tderaUe and they are right.

‘‘Communities should take 
action 
to improve housing, 
health facilities, and services 
for the elderly,** Dettman sug­ 
gested. **There is much they 
can do if they organize them­ 
selves into large planning units 
to take advantage of state snd 
federal funds now available.” 


Detman urged that Congress 
insure that rural areas receive 
their proportionate share of 
funds allocated to fight poverty 
under the economic opportuni^ 
program. 


**I know of no Single panacea 
for rural poverty conditions,'* 
he concluded. **However, I be­ 
lieve that rural communities 
can do much if they leam to 
think big and if they unita with 
their neighboring communities 
in broad and comprehensive
